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So Revenue Commissioner (a- 
pers Predicts for Georgia 
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GOVERNMENT WILL WATCH 


Commissioner Says That State Ban 
on Liquor Means More Work for 
the Revenue Agents of the 
United States, 


—* 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington. December 31.—(Spectal.)— 
Sommissioner John €. Capers, of the 
internal revenue bureau, has taken no 
Bieps for the immediate consolidation 
of the Georgia and South Carolina In- 
ternal revenue districts. The effect of 
the prohibition laws in the two. states 
Will first be noted by the bureau. 

“We do not propose to act upon a 
mere guess in advance as to the effect 
of the laws,” said Commissioner Capers. 
“By the close, of the fiscal year state 
prohibition will have hed six months’ 
trial in Georgia. If the record for this 
period makes it advisable the two dis- 
tricta will probably be consolidated and 
placed in charge of Collector Jenkins, 
of the South Carolina district. Of course, 
domething might occur to make earlier 
action desirable, but the department can 
gee no reason at-this time for precip!- 
tate action.” 


More Work for Revenue Officers. 


Commissioner Capers declared that the 
force of revenue agents in Georgia 
would not he reduced for the present. 
He thought there would be more work 
for them now than ever before, since 
the official ban put upon Iiquor by the 
@tate would drive many to attempt the 
illicit manufacture and sale of Nquors. 

"Will the activity of the government 
in locating makers and dispensers of 
moonshine lHquor aid the cause of pro- 
hibition, in your opinion?’ I asked Mr. 
Capers. 

“It seems to me that would be a mos: 
matural effect,”’ he replied. “The gov- 
ernment revenue agents seek out every 
man who is engaged in distilling, recti- 
fying or selling liquor. When one is 
found who has not posted up in his 
“place of business the official permit his 
distillery and stock of goods are seized 
and _confiscated.”’ | 

“The experience of other prohibition 
communities shows that more illicit 
business is done under prohibition than 
when the open and legal sale of liquors 
is permitted by the state. The expla- 
nation is simple enough. By paying the 
tax fixed by the government, which for 
retail dealers is $25 per annum, the 
dealer is free from molestation by rev- 
enue officers. Usually this amount {!s 
but a emal! percentage of the license 
charged by the state and the communi- 
ty.”’ 

“The list of those who have paid the 
Foverntment license is available for the 
use of ¥tate police officers, is it not?” 

“The list is kept on fille in the col- 
lector's office,”’ he replied. ‘‘and will be 
furnished upon demand. With the infor- 
mation thus given the work of the local 
police authorities will be very greatly 
aided. In my own stare of South Caro- 
lina the possession of a government 
Heense is held to be prima facic evi- 
dence that the holder is engaged in 
the manufacture or sale of liquor. It 
fs incumbent upon the accused party to 
prove the contrary.” 

Since the bureau anticipated an in- 
crease in the number of moonshinrers 
and blind tiger dispensers, the revenue 
agents will particularly active after 
January !. The man who wishes to 
break the law will thus be caught be 
tween two fires. If he pays the

The upper or western part of tne 
street, however, presented @ scene in 
the afternoon and evening differing Dut 
little from the ordinary Saturday nights. 
The majority of the saloons in that 
part of the city are not run on an elab- 
orate plan, and for the past month have 
been carrying very light stocks—just 
enough to tide them over from day to 
day. Many of these sold oft every ounce 
of alcoholic drinks before 7 o'clock in 
the evening, and the few that remain- 
ed open did but Iittle more business 
than is customary on Saturday nignts. 
Policemen on the upper part of --arietta 
street said that but few arrests had 
been made, and that perfect order had 
prevailed in the several saloons which 
remained open until the i-uwe«. closing 
hour. 

Every Saloon Crowded. 


It was different in respect to the 
business done on the lower part of Ma- 
rietta street, running from Forsyth 
street to the junction of Peachtree and 
Decatur streets. Here the volume of 
business’ became immense immediately 
after the shades of night fell. lkvery 
saloon was crowded, and it strained 
every nerve of the bartenders, supple- 
mented by negro help, to supply the 
thristy crowd.

r and under which Georgia is today 
a dry state, reads as follows: 

‘An act to prohibit the manufacture, sale, 

barter, giving away to induce trade, of 
or furnishing at public places, or 


alcoholic, sp@ituous, malt or intoxicating 
bitters, or other drinks, which if drunk to ex- 
cess will produce intoxication; to except sales 
of alcohol in certain cases, upon certain con- 
ditions; to provide certain rules of evidence 
In connection with the enforcement hereof; 
to prescribe penalties, and for other pur- 
poses 


Section 1. From and after the first day of 
after the passage of this act, 
t shall not be lawful for any person within 
the limits of this state to sell or barter for 
valuable consideration, either directly or in- 
directly, or give away to induce trade at any 
place of business, or keep or furnish at any 
Other places, or manufacture or keep on 
hand at their place of business any alco- 
holic, spirituous, malt or intoxicating 
liguora, Gt intagicating bitters, or other 
drinks, which, if drunk to excess, will pro- 
Guce intoxication; and any person so offend- 
ing shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shail be punished as prescribed in section 
1088 of the penal code of Georgia. Nor shall 
it to be lawful in the limits of said state 
for intoxicating liquors to be sold in dis- 
pensaries, and gale of intoxicating liquors in 
said state shall be prohiBited to private per- 
dons and to the state, its officers and agents.

CITY FINANCES FOR 1908 


AND THE LIQUOR DEFICIT 


The city comptroller, John H. Gold- 
smith, finished his final report. of At- 
lanta’s finances for 1907 last night, 
and his figures are of more than or- 
dinary interest, as’ there will be an 
estimated deficit in the collections 
this year of $134,862 the amount re- 
ceived last year from whisky licenses. 
To-this amount he added the ad valo- 
rem whisky tax, which will make the 
total several thousand dollars more. 

The total collections by the city last 
year from all sources was $2,442,071.16, 
The total collections for 1906 were 
$|,637,768.94. This shows an increase 
in one year of $504,302.22. The comp- 
troller says thére is nothing to indi- 
cate that there will be any such in- 
crease in 1908 over 1907, and he does 
not see where the city can make good 
the estimated shortage of $134,862 
from the shutting off of whisky li- 
censes. 

On the other hand, members of 
council are estimating that there were 
a great many large items which had 
to be.paid in 1907 which will not be 
in the budget for 1908. 

On. the whole, it looks like the city 
will not suffer materially from the 
cutting off of the whisky receipts. 

The comptrollers’ annual report. will 
show that the total disbursements 
for 1907 are $2,632,957.52.. There is left 


in the bank and within the treasury 
$269,880.92. The perpetual charter 
fund, which must be provided for out 
of this is $175,000, and the balance of 
$94,880.92 will go to paying up con- 
tracts left over from last year. ; 
The comptroller’s full report will be 
made up today, and he will be ready 
to assist the fihance committee of the 
new council in making up the January 


apportionment sheet for the ensuing 
\ ear. 


HEAVY DAMAGES AWARDED

Optimistic View of Business 
Taken by the Comptroller, 


CONDITION OF BANKS GOOD 


Comptroller Says It Is the Duty of 
the Banks to Hestore Business 
to Normal Conditions 
by Resuming Their 
Functions, 


Washington, December 31.W. B. 


Ridgeley, comptroller of the currency, 
today gave out a statement dealing 
largely with financial convitions during 
the year 1907, in which he says that the 
conditions which made this crisis possi- 
ble are the accumulated composite re- 
sults of many years of business. The 
whole world has been overtrading end 
expanding and nowhere has it been 
more rampant than in the United Slates. 
The reaction was inevitable, and though 
it might not- have taken the form of a 
bank panic had we been better prepared 
iwith such a panking and currency sy5- 
tem as we should have, the time has 
come when gome or all must pay ‘or 
our Overindulgence. 


Duty of the Banka. 


Mr. Ridgeley says: 

“It is the duty of the bamks to restore 
business to normal conditions by resum- 
ing their functions as promptly and 4s 
fully as possible. Fortunately there js 
not only the strongest desire and dis- 
position on the part of the banks to 
do this, but conditions are such as to 
make it comparatively easy, and to lead 
us to expect a much more prompt re- 
covery than has folbowed other similar 
financial crises. 

“The reports of the comptroller show 
that the reserves in the central reserve 
cities were but 22.2 per cent against 
the legal requirement of 25 per cent.

CALLS THE DEMAGOGUE

President Asa Candler Makes Interesting fnaugural Ad- 
dress to Chamber of Commerce—Committes for 
the Year 1908 Are Named.

From this place should go the Iloftiest 
moral ideals coupled with the caimest 
courage of conviction. Here should be 
found no inflammatory stimulants to ex- 
cite hysterical reforms por paralyzing 
soporifics to induce indifference to 
moral and commercia]| corruption. More- 
over we can not discharge our duties 
to commerce, nor fulfill the objects ol! 
this organization as set forth jin its con- 
stitution and charter if.we ignore the 
things which made for tbe enlighten- 
ment and elevation of all the people. 
‘Ignorance and immorality lay geavy 
embargoes on trade. Juries without in- 
tegrity and intelligence may levy taxes 
on legitimate commerce that the most 
extravagant legislature would not dare 
to impose. The demagogue whose radi- 
cal measures threaten the stability, of 
the commercial system and create more 
evils than they cure, is a political para- 
site sprung from the feculent* accumu!- 
ations of popular ignorance and tat- 
tened upon the purulent secretions oi 
popular prejudice. He perishes when 
the sunlike rays of popular enlightment 
fall on him. Let us do what we can 
to cleanse the areas that breed him and 
cut off the sources of hts . nourisn- 
ment.”

Queries About Soft Drinka. 


With the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law, effective in Georgia today, the 
mail of Attorney General Hart is on the 
increase from various parties in the 
State seeking information in regard to 
soft drinks. He thas had a dozen or 
more requests asking: ‘Is it against 
adhe law to sell extract?’ naming 
a certain brew. 

“Is it against the law to sell 
hops?’ naming another drink. 

He states that these questions are not 
one of law, but of fact, and he cannat 
and will not give out an opinion on these 
specific questions. 

Judge Hart states that the prohibition 
law declares that it is illegal .to traffic 
in intoxicating drinks, and only the test- 
ing twill prove whether the drink ig in- 
toxicating. 

The law does not name specifically any 
@rinks which are intoxicating or which 
are exempted, and for this reason no 
exact ruling can be made on this sub- 
ject. . 

In the same way Comptroller Wright 
is deluged with letters from various 
county officials in the state asking 
whether certain brews are prohibited 
for sale under the prohibition law. 

To each he has replied that it is not 
within his province to decide what 
drinks are intoxicants and which are not. 

There are so many liquids which, if 
drunk to excess, will prove intoxicating 
and which are not intended for intoxi- 
cents,.it will be hard to draw a distinc- 


tion. 
Make Up Whisky Loss. 


In order that the deficiency in the 
state’s revenue for 1908 might he made 
up the tax rate was raised to the limit,

time in years it is placed at 5 mills on 
the dollar. : 

According to the last report of the 
comptroller general the revenue derived 
from the sale of liquor Hcenses in the

This year the increase as shown in 
the comptroller’s offite of taxable prop- 
erty over that of 1906 is $72,000,000.

—5 mills—the revenue to be derived wil] 
show an increase of $360,000 over tnat 
of last year. 

In addition to this raise in the tax 
rate from 4.80 to 5&5 mills the tax act 
increases the special taxes in Georgia 
in a number of instances. 

The first of these is the taxation lewied 
upon moving pictures hotws which are 
sweeping the state. 

The tax on each arm of a soda fount 
is fixed at $5. 

The tax on pawnbrokers is doubled, 
and several other raises of minor im- 
portance will bring the desired sum into 
the treasury,

“And ithey answered, saying that this 
age of unrighteousness ng unbelief is 
under the power of Satan, who does not 
permit the things which are made im- 
pure by the (evil) spirits to <meta 
the truth of God and His power. Fo 
this reason, reveal Thy 1B — papi actiei 
now, they said to Christ, and Christ 
said to tnem: ‘The limit of the years 
of the power of Satan has been fulfilled, 
but other terrible things are at hand, 
and ] was delivered unto death on be- 
half of those who sinned in order that 
they may return to the truth and sin 
no more, to the end that they may in- 
herit the spiritual, indestrucable glory

‘This newly discovered paragraph was 
known to St. Jerome and the first few 
lines of it are citeg in aLtin transla- 
tions. It has long been claiméd that 
Mark xvi, 18-20 was an addition to the 
gospel borrowed .from some other un- 
known gospel near the end of the second 
century. This new . manuscript prob- 
ably presents the original form of that 
part of the lost gospel which, mutilated, 
was added to Mark. The reason for the 
omission is quite apparent, as the new 
verse) contains the statement that the 
destruction of sin in the world is near 
at hand. This idea is found in the Epis- 
tes of Peter and Paul, but the four gos- 
pels do not have it and it is avoided by 
the later church writers.’ 


Great Addition to Bible Lore. 

Detroit, Mich., December 3!/.—Charies 
I.. Freer, of Detroit, art collector, stu- 
dent and traveler has in his posses- 
sion unopened volumes which will con- 
stitute a great addition to biblical lore. 
The vellum ages, buried for centuries, 
are being translated as rapidly as pos- 
sible by Professor Sanders. 

The story of their discovery {s still un- 
known to the world, and will be made 
public only when the results of Profes- 
sor Sanders’ research are pwblished. 
which may be two or three years hence. 
The fragile leaves were once bound 
in book form. Opening them and joining 
the broken fragments is a delicate task. 
All of his spare time for nearly a year 
has been spent by Professor Randers 
at Mr. Freer'’s home putting together

rchaelogical institute in Chicago is only 
nana pn part of the contents of the 
book. Professor Sanders has just start- 
ed his investigations and what will be 
brought forth is beyond conjecture.”

Mr. Bonyun is associated with A. M. 
Scoen of Atlanta, the vice president for 
Georgia, and is helping in every way 
possible to centralize public opinion in 
the southern states. The idea is to 
stimulate legislation for the saving of 
the tree sand the planting of new ones. 
All wateryways have their source in 
these mountains.

Call Money Market Affected by the

New York, December 3$!.—The stock 
exchange community saw the expira- 
tion of the year i1907 withom regret, 
but with some attempt aj cheerful ex- 
pectation for the coming year.
